A correspondent of the Zion's Herald gives 
the following description of a wedding at the 
Friends meeting house in New Bedford. The 
parties were Dr. Benjamin F. Hardy and Miss 
Sarah Coggleshall. 

The hour appointed was eleven in the fore- 

noon. At that hour a large assembly conven- 
ed within the walls of a plain but somewhat 
ancient edifice. After the lapse of a few 
minutes, the bride and bridegroom, attended 
by their friends and the elders of the church, 
made their appearance, and seated themselves 
according to the usages of the society. The 
bride and bridegroom, with the elders of the 
church, sat on a platform facing the audience, 
while the friends of the parties sat immediate- 
ly before them. 
" The dress of the young couple, though rich, 
was plain; and their deportment and manner 
grave, as become the followers of Penn and 
Fox. I was never sostruck with the marriage 
ceremony in my life before; nor did I see a 
sinile of levity in the whole assembly.

“On all circulars, handbills or advertisements, which 
are printed or lithographed on quarto post or single 
cap paper, or paper not larger than single cap, and 
whicn are folded and directed, but lett unsealed, 2 
cents on each sheet for any distance. When sealed, 
these are to be rated as letters. 

‘* Quarto post’? is the size usually called letter pa- 
per, say about 1010 8 inches to the page; “single 
cap’’ 1s the size commonly called writing paper, say 
i3 by 8 mches to the page. 

When the circular is on a sheet larger than single 
cap, it isto be rated asa pumphlet. As the postage 
on these articles is chargeable on each cupy postmas- 
ters will carefully examine all packets and rate the 
postage accordingly, ; oy 

On all pamphieis, magazines, periodicals, and ev- 
ery other Kind and desc:iption of printed or otber 
matter, (except newspapeis, and eacept also cee 
lars, hand bills, and advertisements as aforesaid) 
which shall be unconnected with any manuscript 
communication whatever, two and a half cents fui 
every copy of no greater weight, for any distance.— 
For every additional ounce, one cent, any fractional 
excess exceeding hulf an ounce, to be cuarged as an 
ounce; but any excess less than half an ounce is not 
to be regarded, ; 

A pauiphiet is a small, unbound, printed book. A 
maguzine is a pamphlet published periodically in num- 
bers, containing articles on science, literature, poli+ 
tics, news, Wc. 

Newsp.apeis go free for any distance not exceed- 
ing thirty mules from the place where printed, when 
sent by the editors or publishers thereof, if they do 
not exceed nineteen hundred superficial inches m ex- 
tent. For any distance beyond thirty miles, within 
the State where published, one cent postage. For 
any distance exceeding one hundred miles out of 
the State where publisued, one and a half cent post- 
age. Wr 

When a newspaper exceeds nineteen hundred su- 
perficial inches, it 18 to be rated with pamphlet post- 
age. 

"When the article to be mailed isa circular, pam- 
phlet, or newspaper, it should be so enveloped or 
tolded that it can be distinctly seen at the olfice to 
be such, and also that it contain no writing, marks 
or signs to serve the purpose of written communica- 
tions. If not done up soe asto open at the end, it 
is to be charged as a letter, by werght 

Free Papers. The Governors of States may send, 
free of postage, all laws and reports, whether bound 
or unbound; and all records and documents of their 
respective States which may be directed by the Leg- 
islature of the several States to be transmitted tothe 
Executive of other States, the Governor writing 
his name thereon, with the designation of his office, 
and the kind of books or document, enclosed; the 
package to be addressed to the Governor of the State 
to which it 1s to be sent. 

The three Assistant Postmasters General are au- 
thorized to send, free of postage, any letters, packa- 
ges, or other matters relating exclusively to their 
otiicial duties or the business of the Post office depurt- 
ment to be duly franked by them as on ‘official busi- 
ness.’’ 

Deputy postmasters throughout the United States 
are also authorized to send all letters and packages 
which it may be their duty, or they may have occa- 
sion to transmit to any person or place, which relate 
exclusively to the business of their respective offices, 
or to the business of the Post Otfice Department.— 
But in cvery such case the postmaster shall endorse 
thereon over his own signature, the words ‘‘post of- 
tice business,”’ 

Exchange newspapers, between publishers of news- 
papers, miy be sent free. 

Money for Publishers. The authority heretofore 
given to postmasters to send money free of postage 
to publishers of newspapers in payment of subscrip- 
tions being withdrawn, the tollowing regulation is 
substituted: 

Money may be left with a postmaster, in no in- 
stance exceeding ten dollars, for the purpose of be- 
ing prid to distant publishers if said publishers shall 
so desire, for any newspaper or pamplilet delivered 
from his oilice. The posimaster may retain one per 
cent, and give his receipt for the balance, He is 
immediately to report the payment, with the names 
of the parties, to the postmaster through whom said 
amount is to be paid to the publisher, and to charge 
himself upon his ‘“*general account with the United 
States,’’ with the amount received, deducting the 
one per cent, under the head of ‘‘moneys received 
for subscriptions,”’ stating the name of the puyer, 
and the name of the payee, office where payable, 
amount and time when received; and shall make a 
full and faithful return to the Genera] Post Othce of 
all such cases at the end of each quarter. When 
presented, the postmaster at the office where paya- 
ble, is to pay the amount in said receipt, deducting 
one per cen!; which receipt, afier being endorsed by 
the publisher, he will forward as his voucher ot pay- 
ment. He will enter said amount to his credit on bis 
‘*general account with the United St.tes,’’ under 
the head of **moneys paid for subscriptions,’’ giving 
the particulars ubove stated, and render to the Gen. 
Post Oifice a full and faithful account of the same at 
the end of each month. 

What may not be mailed. No picket which 
shall weigh more than three pounds. Bound books 
of any size are not included in the terms ‘‘mailable 
matter,’’ except sent by Governors as aforesaid. 

Advertised Lelters.--Letters uucalled tor are to be 
advertwed in the paper of the town where the of- 
fice advertising inay be situated having the largest 
circulation, provided it can be done at a cust not 
exceeding two cents on each. Letters are not ad- 
vertised in more than one paper unless specially 
directed by the Postmaster General, 

Private Expresses.—The establishment of private 
expresses for the conveyance of any letters, pack- 
ets, or packages of letters, or other matter trans- 
mitable in the United States Mail, (newspapers, 
phamphilets, magazines, and periodicals excepted,) 
from one city, town, or other place, to any other 
city, town, or place in the United States, between 
and frown and to which the United States Mail is 
regularly transported under authority of the Post 
Office Department, is prohibited. So is the causing 
to be conveyed, or the providing for the conveyance 
or transpurtation, by regular trips, at stated periods 
or intervals, as aforesaid, any letters or other matter 
transinitable by mail as aforeseid, newspapers, 
phomphlets, magazines, and perivdicals only ex- 
c 


Every person offending against this provision, or 
aiding or assisting therein, or acting as such pri- 
vate express, shall forfeit and pay $150 for each 
time any letter or letters, packet or packages, or

Text—* The fool fell in love with the lady's laced 
apron.” Otp Saw. 

It is as natural as life fur mankind to be in love 
with something or other, It does not matter much 
what it is, with inany—they can fall in love very 
easy, and they can shift their love almost as easy as 
they can their night caps. Our text avers that “the 
fool fell in love with the lady's laced apron.” Now 
it dues not appear clearly, by any preceding instruc- 
tion, or any context, that the fool acted very foolish- 
ly after all, for we have seen those called ladies by 
the popular voice, whose “laced aprons” were more 
deserving of respect and love than the persons them- 
selves; 80 that, instead of its being a wark of folly, 
it is not improbable that it was a bright spot of wis- 
dow in thus seting his affections on the wost meri- 
torious and innocent part and parcel of the lady 
aforesaid, 

We observed, dear hearers, that it was as natural 
as life for mankind to be in love, And we intend 
to show that there are many more foolish and rep- 
rehensible loves than that which “the fool” in our 
text exhibited. The first, great, all-powerful and 
all-killing love, one which engrosses more of the at- 
tention of us biped mortals, and meskes us full ot 
feverish anxiety and trouble, while it is hugged as 
a sweet morsel ander the tongue, is the love of our 
darling selves. Well, now we areassured that this, 
carried to the extent to which we generally carry 
it, is much more a mark of folly than to fall in love 
with a laced apron. A laced apron, in itself con- 
sidered, is an innocent and harmless appendage— 
having neither conscivus entity, or accountability, 
It may be convenient and ornamental, and fulfil its 
destiny like any other thing of use, according to its 
fitness or unfitness, as applied by the wearer. It 
may be pretty, tasteful, and elegant, and thus raise 
up feelings of admiration and love in the bosom of 
“the fool.” That’s more than we can all say of 
ourselves—our dear darling selves, which stand 
out in front of all the world, its defurmities hidden 
by the scales over our optics, and its beauties en- 
hanced in proportion to the dimness of vision with, 
which we are either endowed, or which we willing- 
ly assume when called upon to examine it with ref- 
erence to any defects or defaults which others ean 
see about it. This is a trait in human nature, viz: 
we can see more clearly the beams, the defects and 
defalcations in our neighbor's eyes, notwithstanding 
the “ motes,” and dust, and blurr of our own eyes, 
than we can discover any deficiency in our own or- 
gans or characters. And in accordance with this 
weakness, we are all ready to lift up our hands in 
utter surprise, and exclaim at the folly of him who 
may chance to give his affections to matters which: 
we may think of trivial consequence, while we are 
ourselves pursuing more unsubstantial shadows than 
those whom we decry. 

It is true that many a poor and lugabrious wight, 
has formed “entangling alliances,” in consequence 
of his falling in love with the “laced apron” of some 
human butterfly, who had more glitter and show 
than re@ mind or merit; and who, for the moment, 
fitted before him with so much art and witchery, 
that his imagination luljed his reason to sleep, and 
never allowed it to awake until he was fairly in the 
gripes of the trap, aud the pinchings of unappeased 
want sqneezed his commen sense into tenacity and 
consistency enough to make him comprehend the 
difference between show and substance, and con- 
vinced him that, although moonshine may be pleas- 
ant to the eyes, it is a poor stuffing for a hungry 
stomach, and a leetle too thin for a bianket to the 
mortal body, in a stormy day. In this case, falling 
in love with the laced apron is folly indeed, alinost 
a3 great as fulling so egregiously in love with self, 
as the manner of some is. Whiat shall we do, then? 
Shall we put the stopper on our affections ?—rol] 
ourselves up lke a mummy in its cerement, and 
turn a blind eye, a deaf ear, and a cold shoulder, to 
all and every thing aboutus? By nomeans. Bet- 
ter be a fool and love a laced apron, than love noth- 
ing at all.
